Tlia  freedom  of  the  press  has  been  abolished 
In  Germany,  just  as  it  is  abolished  under  any 
ttam  of  despotism,  be  it  Fascism,  Socialism  or 
Conununism.  The  new  law  passed  by  the  Cabi- 
net provides  for  the  completely  co-operative  re- 
organization of  the  estate  or  profession  of 
Journalism.  "Collabortttion  In  the  ahaplng  of  the 
I  ual  content  of  the  newspapers  or  politi- 

cal periodicals  by  words,  news  or  picture."  is 
made,  "a  publle  task  regulated  in  its  professional 
duties  and  rights  by  the  State  through  this  law." 

Those  who  are  given  admission  to  the  Journal- 
Istle  profession  In  ONnmany  hereafter  must  pos- 
sess German  Reich  nationality.  They  must  be 
of  Ary^n  stoclc  and  not  be  married  to  a  person 
of  non-Aryan  stock.  They  must  b€  over  twenty- 
one  years  of  a^:/  ').->  fechnically  trained  and 
possess  the  qualiues  required  for  the  tasli  of  tx- 
artlnt  tetaUaetwa  tenneneas  on  the  pubile.  A 
professional  list  Is  being  established  on  which 
all  Journalists  must  be  entered,  and  unless  be  or 
riw  H  ea  this  Uat  ttM  yrtiimdm  eaxmet  ba  ex- 
ercised. Journalists  are  undST  obligation  to  keep 
everything  out  of  their  newipiMiiers,  "whkh  may 
confuse  salf Uh  Interest  with  the  common  interest 
in  a  manner  misleading  to  the  public."  They  can 
print  nothing  calculated  to  weaken  the  strength 
of  the  Oerman  Xeleh  externally  or  Intsrally.  or 
to  weaken  r  •  mlHtarv  preparedness,  cul- 
ture or  ecoi^  I.  ,  NoUilng  can  be  printed  de- 
rogatory to  the  honor  and  dignity  of  a  Oerman. 
Nothing  that  is  Illegally  injurious  to  the  honor, 
weUbM  or  reputation  of  another  person,  or  tend- ) 
Ing  to  make  him  or  her  look  ridiculous  or  con- 
temptible may  appear.  The  censorship  ban  is 
placed  on  a  broad  scale,  for  nothing  is  to  be 
printed  contrary  to  the  principles  of  decency. 

There  is  to  be  a  Reich  Association  of  the  Oerr 
man  Press  to  be  supervised  by  a  Iftaister  of  the 
Governrnent.  A  journalist  Who  commits  a  breach 
of  his  professional  duties  may  be  warned,  fined 
a  BMnth's  salary,  or  struck  off  the  list.  Where 
the  latter  penalty  is  impoeod  HOlt  light  ll  lost  Of 
pracUslng  the  j»of  essioo.

as  a  great  upbuilder  of  health,  especially  among 
those  who  need  certain  vitamins.

Whether  taken,  however,  as  the  taatoleas  variety 
or  in  globules  or  emulsified  in  any  way  it  ti  stlU 
anathema  to  children,  and  to  grown-ups  as  well. 
It  may  be  doubted,  too,  if  there  is  any  relief 
forthcoming  in  the  alleged  latest  discovery  that 
an  extract  of  halibut-liver  oil  is  sixty-three  times 
as  strong  as  cod-liver  oil,  which  means  that 
where  a  spoonful  of  the  latter  Is  regarded  as  a 
dose  a  drop  or  two  of  balibut-Uver  oil  will  suf- 
fice, llie  trouble  is  that  hallbnt-llver  oil  Is  no 
more  "toothsome"  than  the  product  of  the  cod.

Sir.  A  g(KXI  deal  of  mwiinder- 
stgndlng  exists  regarding  a  i<><-('nt 
ease  that  was  dealt  with  hi  Saa  u  h 
A  man  was  proaecuted  for  selling 
home-made  wtoB  to  a  policeman  in 
plain  clothes,  and  fined  heavily. 
This  has  given  rise  to  adverse 
criticism  or  the  police  fores  of 
Saanleh.  with  wbkdi  Z  wu  inclined 
to  sympathise.  Knowing  how  neces- 
sary it  is  to  have  both  sides  of 
any  .story,  I  investigated  for  myself 
and  canie  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
criticism  was  QOt  OSly  Vn)ll8t»  but 
grossly  unfair. 

The  police  are  often  alluded  to 
as  "stool  pigeons"  by  those  who 
wish  to  Jeer  and  heap  cheap 
ridicule  upon  them.  I  thought  It 
was  the  civilian  who  acted  In  con- 
junct Ion  with  the  police  who  alone 
merited  this  despicable  name.  Mr. 
A.  B.  Sandan.  who,  I  Judge.  Should 
know  bsttsr.  accusss  the  pottee  of 
being  "stool  ptgeons,"  as  indeed  do 
other  C.C.F.  candidates  and  sup- 
porters, for  giving  Infonnation  alx>ut 
Commnnl.sts  at  tiie  C  C.F.  meetings. 
A  policeman  \s  not  a  "stool  pigeon" 
for  carrying  out  orders  given  by  a 
superior,  whether  In  uniform  or  out 
of  it.  He  would  be  foolish.  Indeed,  if 
he  refused  to  obey.

I  hold  no  brief  for  either  the 
SaaxUch  or  any  other  police,  but 
there  are  many  others  like  myself 
who  like  to  see  fair  play.  The 
police  are  not  out  to  aMke  trouble 
as  sons  hnaglae.  but  en  the  ether 
hand,  they  most  take  ongnlsanne  ef 
law  infraetlona,  and  all  deesnl  citi- 
zens expect  them  to  do  so.

Dunweli  Mines,  Ltd.,  Is  lining  up 
maehinsry  nioiawry  to  put  ito  part- 

ly-dL-smanfled  mill  back  into 
operation  again,  accordmg  to  L.  8. 
DavldMB,  of  VIelorIa  and  Stewart, 
who  visited  Vancouver  recently.  Mr 
Davidson  for  some  time  held  a  lease 
on  the  Don  wen  nina  and  mill  and 
sub-let  to  other  leasers.
